He 
stated 
that 
In 
years 
past 
there were many real estate sharks 
and systers 
in the 
business, 
but 
these have been eliminated to a 
great extent, although there are a 
few', and there are still some things 
to be done to elevate the business 
to even higher plane. 
Mr. 
Stanley 
read 
the 
preamble 
to 
the 
code 
of 
ethics, 
which 
brought out the following points. 
No realtor should trespass on the 
deal of another as long as negotia­ 
tions in the business are still alive. 
To 
give 
the 
customer, 
both 
the 
seller and the 
buyer, 
protection, 
and w'hile any real estate is in the 
hands of the realtor it should be 
used for legitimate purposes only. 
It advocated that all agreements 
be in writing, thus to avoid mlsuu 
derstamilngs." Every realtor should 
not only avoid fraud himself, but 
should interfere w'here fraud is be­ 
ing perpetrated. 
Mr. Stanley stated that the real 
estate man is a great factor in the 
upbuilding of a community, and in 
the midst of all activities of exten­ 
sion or improvements, the real es­ 
tate man is an essentual part of 
that growth. 
He enumerated the various du­ 
ties of the real estate man, which 
at times puts him in other lines of 
business. He told of the qualities 
that go to the making of a success­ 
ful realtor, such as judge of real 
estate, the valuation of certain le­ 
gal papers and various qualities of 
that kind which afe nece.ssary. He 
stated, 
how'ever, 
they 
were 
not 
supposed to pass on a title, nor is 
a title issued from an abstractor’s 
office necessarily a good one, but It 
should be examined and passed on 
by a capable law'yer. 
He went into 
some detail to explain the causes 
of 
the 
misunderstandings 
which 
arise 
over 
commissions, 
showing 
that in many instances it was cans 
ed by the i>erson who is disposing 
of the real estate. 
Mr. Stanley 
told 
of the early 
days of transfer of real estate and 
the ceremonies 
attached 
thereto, 
W’hich bound the buyer and seller 
in a bonafide agreement. 
In closing 
Mr. 
Stanley 
stated 
that he could not feel that his talk 
had accomplished its purpose un­ 
less he had sold, or afttiiupted to 
sell, the city Of Sedalia to Rotar­ 
ians, and he enumerated the super­ 
ior qualifications of the city and 
surrounding 
county, 
which

appeal to those people who were

The 
sturdy 
red-blooded 
countryman 
and the versatile, volatile city dweller 
compete with each other and uphold the 
merits of their respective social elements 
and places of abode. 
The drift of rural 
pijpulation into urban centers is discussed 
as well as the continuing strength of 
small towns and 
village 
communities. 
David, the singer of psalms, was a shep­ 
herd bov of Palestine and Abraham Lin- 
coin was a rail splitter on the American 
frontier. 
Shakespeare was born at Strat­ 
ford-on-Avon, but penned his immortal 
works in London. 
Theodore Roosevelt 
was a scion of metropolitan New York 
and Dr. Charles W. Eliot was a represen­ 
tative of old fashioned Puritan Boston. 
City and countryside metropolis and 
agricultural district play their parts in 
national life and produce a part of the 
gold and gloss that is melted down to 
make the whole. 
Sturdy sons and daugh­ 
ters of rural districts drift into great mu­ 
nicipalities in search of wealth and ad- 
vancemnt. 
Statistics show a declining 
percentage of people living in agricultur­ 
al regions and a steady growth in the 
number and size of cities. 
But despite 
industrialism and commercialism the pro- 
liortion of rural dwellers remains and al­ 
ways will remain considerable. 
Do the cities lead In intellectual activi­ 
ty or is their apparent leadership due lar­ 
gely to the drift of intelligent men 
and 
women from the country into urban cen­ 
ters? 
These are questions which are dif­ 
ficult to answer. 
It is an interesting fact 
that leadership in lines of mental achieve­ 
ment has been almost always in metro­ 
politan centers. 
But also it is true that 
many persons 
of great 
mental 
ability 
were born and brought up on farms be­ 
fore coming to live in cities. 
Writing in 
the 
September 
World's 
Work Albert- Edward Wiggam presents 
an imposing array of statistics to prove 
that in America, as in other countries, 
cities produce far more than their pro­ 
portion of persons of genius. 
But the 
brainy families of the 
cities 
constantly 
tend to die out and to be then replaced 
by the fresh incoming blood from the 
rural districts. 
In the eighteenth century about 3 per 
cent of the population of the United States 
lived in cities. 
But the Influence of this 
element upon the Revolution and the Con­ 
stitution was all out of proportion to their 
numerical 
strength. 
And the 
modern 
metropolitan newspaper exercises influ­ 
ence far beyond the city's limits. 
Leadership seems to rest in the city, as 
well as the production of brains. 
But the 
rural districts play their important part 
also. And in all times municipalities have 
needed constant infusion of country blood 
to keep them going.

How many promising commercial ven­ 
tures have gone on the rocks because of 
ignorance or neglect of these fundamen­ 
tal truths- 
The public wMnts service, whether it 
be in goods sold across a counter, energy 
delivered 
by 
wire 
or 
transportation. 
Price is important, but secondary. 
Peo­ 
ple are willing to pay what is fair and 
right provided they get an honest return 
f6r their money. 
The 
only 
"bargain" 
that interests them is that which offers 
real goods at special prices. 
Poor goods 
are merely poor goods, regardless of w'hat 
the price tag says. 
Business men are of necessity psycholo­ 
gists. 
Unless they can read the public 
mind they are lost. 
And no discovery of 
psychology is more 
important 
to com­ 
merce than this, which is simplicity itself: 
That what the public wants is not first of 
all cheap goods, but first of all goods that 
please. 
That price is the secondary con­ 
sideration. 
It matters little as to the kind of busi­ 
ness. 
It’s the goods that must please, not 
the price. 
An unreliable service is never 
cheap. 
---------------------- 
A NEGLECTED SCIENCE 
Full professors in the department of 
government at Yale University are paid 
$6,500 a year, assistant professors $3,166, 
and 
instructors 
$2,100. 
The 
salary 
schedule is far below that of departments 
like engineering and chemistry in which 
the "practical" 
professions 
are taught. 
Efforts are now being made to raise a 
$20,000,000 endowment for this one de­ 
partment, to place it on a better basis. 
Yale is not the only place where the 
science of government is placed at the 
tail, the St. Louis Star points out. Chemis­ 
try, engineering and the physical sciences 
enable men to go forth and make money. 
Government is left to "George." 
Any­ 
body, of course, can govern. 
Who would 
spend his life teaching the science of how 
to rule himself and the other fellow, 
when he can make so much more teach­ 
ing others how^ to get rich? That not only 
is the conception of the schools, but it 
seems to have become America's national 
philosophy. 
Government is the last thing 
anyone thinks of. 
Improving it is a fine 
subject for an after-dinner speech, but 
nobody thinks of going without his din­ 
ner in order to do the job. 
Perhaps the 
news from Yale is a sign that the univer­ 
sities are awakening to this situation. In­ 
stead of being the poorest paid depart­ 
ment in the university, the department of 
government ought to command the best 
men and the highest salaries for thein. 
When government goes to smash, engi­ 
neering and chemistry will not be worth 
a whoop.
